We will send small Trees and Plants by mail, providing that these are 
at such stage of growth and size to allow them to be packed in small packages 
not exceeding four pounds. An additional charge of one cent per ounce will 
be made for postage on all packages sent by mail. We cannot guarantee their 
safe delivery, but will in all cases use our utmost care in the packing and 
execution of mail orders.
